A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With respect to Muratani et al., the claims do not recite features of 
the invention, such as element F in figure 3, that would distinguish the claims from the prior art. Copy protection data is 
a broad term that could include watermarks, encryptions, hidden programs, etc. The second (or first, depending on 
how one looks at it) scrambling reads on applicant's copy protection. Data separated at element 52 and transferred to 
element 56 via element 62 reads on applicant's copy protection data. With respect to Berson et al., the second figure 
shows a bar code reader obtaining information. Contrary to applicant's assertions in the after-final response, the 
information includes a key, Di, which is used to decrypt other parts of the information. The inclusion of Di with the data 
can be seen in figure 1 , as Di (encrypted by K), is sent to the coder and then code generator, which puts it on the card 
as a bar code. The key K, which is used to encrypt Di, is not currently relevant to applicant's claims because Di is the 
key that is used to decrypt information. 
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
